Planting of 
shade trees.

AN ACT to amend chapter two hundred and twenty.eight (2281. of 
the laws of 1875, entitled, "An act to amend chapter two hundred 
and seventy,five (275), of the private and local laws of 1870, enti-
tled, An act to incorporate the city of Manitowoc.'" 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Chapter two hundred and twenty-eight 
(228), of the laws of 1875, is hereby amended, by 
adding after section 9, in subdivision XLVIII., of 
said chapter, a new subdivision, to read as follows: 
Subdivision XLVIII. To require the owners of any 
lot or grounds in said city to set out shade trees in 
the street fronting the same, and to protect and pre-
serve them, and in default thereof, to cause the same 
to be done, and to levy a special tax upon such lot or 
grounds to pay the expenses of the same. The board
